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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In claims 133 and 137, in the third and fourth Nines from the bottom respectively, a singular solvent is recited. 
However, in the last and penultimate lines respectively, plural solvents are recited, raising a 1 12 2nd para, issue of inconsistency. Further, 
applicants disclose intramolecular and intermolecular forces between solvent and matrix protein on page 15 lines 1-2. However, claims 
133 and 137 refer to these forces with the alternative "or". Further, there is no mention on page 15 of these forces involving an active 
agent, raising the issue of new matter,. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner agrees that applicants disclose 
controlled release with current. However, "current released drug delivery device" in claim 1 suggests release of the entire device from one 
locus to another rather than release of an active from the device upon passing a current through the device. That is, the language does 
not accurately describe the invention and could be subject to misinterpretation.. 
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
